SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Windham : 


Your committee, in pursuance of the duties assigned him for 
the pastwyear, has endeavored to act with fidelity ; and would here 
report : 

DISTRICT No. 1. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Evelyn L. Simpson, of this town. 
The school at first visit appeared orderly and well started for a 
successful term. But of the result, your committee cannot speak, 
for by some neglect we were not informed of the close ; therefore, 
had not the privilege of attending the examination. 

The winter term was commenced by the teacher who had charge 
of the summer school, but from nearly the first there seemed to 
be springing up a spirit of insubordination, till at the close of the 
third week it approached to open rebellion. At this point the 
teacher concluded—and very wisely, too—to relinquish her posi- 
tion. Now if there is any without sin let him ‘cast the first 
stone. It has been said, “ three moves are equal to a fire,” and, 
methinks it will not take more than three removals to show the 
utter desolation of educational pursuits in any district. The school 
was soon set up under the direction of Miss Clara A. Emerson, 
of Methuen, Mass.., one who won the respect of all. But it could 
not be expected that in less than five weeks, everything should be 
accomplished that is desirable; indeed that would be a marvel. 
Suffice it to say, the teacher acted her part very well; however, 
on the part of the scholars, the organ of order needs to be devel- 
oped to its fullest extent. : 


DISTRICT No. 2. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Susan M. Smith, of Pelham, 
N. H. At the opening of the term the scholars were attentive 
and studious. The reading classes needed much care. As the 
term advanced the teacher seemed quite interested in her charge, | 
and the scholars in their appropriate work—a mental sympathy, 
which is sure to bring good results. The closing examination 
showed accuracy in arithmetic; reading quite improved; geogra- 
phy, grammar and writing had been watchfully cared for, If,

however, the discipline had been more rigid, it would have added 
to the interest. Parents must remember that as the seeds are sown 
at the homestead, so will they crop out at school. 

The winter term commenced under the instruction of Miss Mary 
D. Huntington, of Portsmouth, N. H. The order was good and 
- the method of instruction very good, and we were expecting a suc- 
cessful termination,but upon calling one day to visit the school we 
found the house closed and the teacher retired from the scene of 
action—for reasons best known to herself. She was succeeded by 
Miss H. Fannie Marsh, of Hudson, N. H., who remained to the 
close of the term and wrought out her own record of faithfulness, 
To be specific, we would mention algebra as being very good. 
Copy books showed marked improvement. Singing very finely.

DISTRICT No, 3 


Summmer term, taught by Miss Hllen L. Gage, of Pelham, N. H. 
Good had it been for this school had the pleasant and amiable dis- 
position of the teacher been a guarantee for cheerful obedience. 
But we have abundant proof that while sin lurks in the human 
breast disobedience must be met with the firm hand of discipline. 
Notwithstanding the order in this school was not what it should 
have been, the scholars made good proficiency in their text books 
and the examination passed off very pleasantly. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Annette Stevens, of Derry, N. H. 
This school, in some respects, is very unique, and we feel obliged 
to speak of some things we have often mentioned before. viz: 
Reading and Deportment. Reading too fast and careless, In re- 
gard to deportment, many seem to have charge of all the others’ 
affairs ; and some go so far as to constantly call the teacher to ac- 
count. Now if this is the better course, we plead ignorance. But 
we think it better to have one teacher or none at ail. When Miss 
Stevens commenced the school, she had these difficulties to contend 
with; but endeavored to administer even handed justice, to bring 
about an orderly schoul; and the severest criticism we have to 
make, is, that she didn’t “ fight it out on this line.” Even if the 
clock, or a part of the house should disappear; better have an or- 
- derly school under the canopy of the heavens than a disorderly 
one in a well furnished apartment. And it isa rare thing for or- 
derly scholars to have trouble with any teacher. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 


Summer term of twelve weeks; fall term of eight weeks, and 
winter term of twelve weeks, making in all thirty-two weeks for 
the year ; taught by Miss Clara Bartley, of Windham. This teach- 
er, at the outset, bad much to contend with, and many errors to 
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correct, which she set about at once. And we take pleasure in say- 
ing that at the close of the different terms, the classes evinced evi- 
dence of improvement especially in reading and mathematics. The 
exercises on the blackboard, in arithmetic, algebra and geometry, 
were very finely demonstrated. There was also some good sing- 
ing to enliven the occasion, The district was fortunate in securing 
the services of Miss Bartley for the year ; and by giving the board, 
which is ho small item, they can boast of the most schooling in 
town. 
DISTRICT No. 5. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Lizzie Marden, of Windham. It 
might be supposed that one so young in the art of teaching, and 
withal so lately ascholar in the same school, might find some diffi- 
culty in assuming the reins of government ; but-it soon became evi- 
dent that she was fully equal to the task. The school was well con- 
ducted, and at the examination not a whisper was observed. The 
order was good. T'he different classes sustained themselves very 
well, and it was noticeable that the affirmative, ‘it does,” took 
the place of the blunt and coarse “ yes,” 

Winter term, taught by Miss Hills, of Windham, We feel 
quite confident that the district is well aware that their winter 
school was a brilliant success from the commencement to the close. 
With satisfaction we would note, not only the high standard of or- 
der in the school-room, butthe proper deportment of the scholars 
elsewhere, proving that they were accustomed to know and appre- 
ciate their legitimate sphere. Such teachers we hope will not dis- 
eard the profession. 

DISTRICT No. 6. 


Summer term, taught by Miss Abbie A, King. We hardly 
think Miss Kingisufficiently counted the cost before undertaking 
this school ; not that the school was particularly hard to manage, 
but the number of scholars being large, there was really more la- 
bor to be accomplished than her fragile constitution would admit 
of. There were some good readers, and they not only maintained 
their ground, but made advancement during the whole year. At 
the first visit the scholars were quiet and orderly, but not sufficient- 
ly studious; second visit, still want of attention ; close, arithmetic 
classes good recitations ; geography, some uncertainty ; grammar, 
want of accuracy, copy books not shown. The teacher no doubt 
would have been glad to accomplish more for the school, but her 
health failed, 


WINTER TERM. 


A young lady with peculiar dignity stepped into the school 
room, and continued about five days, but evidently judging that 
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the days of such school keeping would not be “ Winked at,” she 
left to prepare for Thanksgiving and Dress-making, and so made 
room for Miss EK. A. Woodbury, 

She commemced under under unfavorable circumstances, the 
whole school assuming the chaotic form, which, at the first visit of 
our Committee, called forth some sharp remarks. These proved- 
ed beneficial, and at the close of the term the order was quite im- 
proved, though not what it should be in a well regulated school- 
room, ‘The spelling wes prompt; reading, especially the higher » 
classes, takes a high stand; mathematics, minds well developed and 
quick of percection. 

The teacher very pertinently remarks that, “of the schoo] in No. 
6, there is much to be said in commendatory terms. As a general 
. thing the pupils are obedient and respectful, and nothing lacking 
in mental capacity. ‘ But, at the same time, with few exceptions 
they are deficient in studious and quiet habits; which render the 
teacher’s position very tiresome and isa great obstacle in the way 
of advancement.” 

DISTRICT No. 7. 


Summer and winter terms united. Taught by Miss Evelyn L. 
Simpson. Two visits were made to this school. At the first, there 
was evidently a good commencement and all things appeared in 
good working order. At the close, teacher and scholars seemed 
to have been laboring together toward a desirable result. The 
reading would haye been improved had it been slower and more 
distinct, although we frequently find no better. Recitations in the 
different classes were well performed. ‘“ A paper,’’ added much to 
the exercises, which was a good production and well read. It is 
evident there is much interest felt in No. 7, on the subject of edu- 
cation, 


In conclusion, we might say that although during the year much 
good has been accomplished for our schools, yet a retrospective 
view is not so cheering as would be desirable. But to the parents 
we must look for a correction of the evils. Select those fur prue 
dential committees who take a lively interest in the scbools. Then 
let the prudential committee be careful in the selection of a teacher, 
and employ according to merit, A good teacher is cheap at any 
reasonable cost, but a poor one is expensive however cheap. 
Another evil to guard against is, bringing a stranger as a candi- 
date for examination to your committee about 9 o'clock in the 
morning of the day on which your school is to commence.
